Bylaws Knocked 


The difficulties involved in 
interpreting the phase ‘“cal- 
endar year’ occupied major 
portion of the Evening Stuents 
Association Executive Steering 
Committee meeting last week. 
The phase “calendar year’ 
contained in the E.S.A. Elec- 
tion By-Laws states that in 
orderfor a candidate to be 
eligible for the position of 
President, he must have at 
least a calendar year’s experi- 
ence on Council. If this ruling 
was upheld according to one 
council member, only ten of ten 
thousand evening students at 
Sir George would be eligible 
for the position of president or 
V.P. Internal on next year’s 
council. 

In order to have legai advice 
on such pressing issues as the 
interpretations of the above 
stated By-Law the E.S.A. has 
retained the services of the 
lawyer Irving Handelman. The 
advice of Handelman has so far 
cost the E.S.A. some $980.00. 
The E.S.A. Executive Steering 
Committee each proposed their 
particular definition of calendar 
year before listening to the 
advice of their legal council. 
Handelman advised that the 
E.S.A. define it as the same as

a term of office which stretches 
from May to April 31st of the 
following year. His ruling was 
passed by the Steering Com- 
mittee. Handelman_ stressed 
that many of the E.S.A.’s 
By-Laws are “coloured legis- 
lation”, that is, they indirectly 
solve a problem in_ the 
constitution which should have 
been solved directly. 

V.P. External George Prous- 
saefs and Partial Represen- 
tative on Council Soren Lupu 
voiced the strong opinions that 
many of the election By-Laws 
were there tossuit the purposes 
of specific Council members in 
past years. Proussaefs went on 
to state that he considers many 
By-Laws to be illegal because 
they contradict the articles of 
the E.S.A. Constitution and are 
‘ultravires’. President Bill 
O’Mahoney maintained at the 
meeting that as president he 
will be the ruling authority on 
all following election By-Law 
rulings 

The remaining session of the 
meeting dealt with funding 
various E.S.A. sponsored acti- 
vities. The budget of the 


Concordia Skydivers was aug- 
mented by $500 to assist in 
sponsoring an upcoming Que- 
bec Collegiate VOMpOHTON 








The Fine Arts Faculty Repre- 
sentative Attila Horvath was 
authorized an. expenditure of 
$175.00 to help subsidize a trip 
to the art galleriesin New York, 
for evening Fine Arts students. 
The Steering Committee also 
voted $500.00 to go towards 
funding the joint Sir George — 
Loyola Organization for Part- 
Time Students Conference but 
they were unable to find ‘the 
authorized expenditure in their 
budget. Meanwhile; $500 has 
been allowed for the confer- 
ence contingent to search for 
the remainder of the outstand- 
ing monies. 

The most interesting expen- 
diture of the meeting was that 
proposed by the Engineering 
Representative, David Giggey. 
Council was asked ffor a 
$400.00 allottment to help fund 
an engineering Scholarship eli- 
gibleforeveningstudentsenter-: 
ing their last two years of the 
program. Council was informed 
that a contribution from the 
E.S.A. would help mobilize a 
campaign which will canvass 
faculty, staff and then industry 
outside the university for funds 
to organize an Engineering 
Bursary foundation, along with 
the support of the Dean of

Book Prices 
Bind Students

What are the facts of the 
book business? What are the 
reasons for the — difficulties 
experienced in getting books to 
students at prices they can 
afford? A panel of Canada’s top 
book publishing executives 
addressed a small audience at 
Sir George last week on this 
topic. The discussion, of 
interest to anyone connected 
with the academic process, 
was organized by Peg MacMur- 
ray, Manager of the Sir George 
Bookstore and moderated by 
Hugh Kane, Vice-Chairman of 
MacMillan of Canada. 

Is there any possibility of a 
reduction in rising prices of 
books? James Vice, President 
of John Wiley Ltd., said that ‘in 
view of the .current rate of 
inflation and the increase of 
50% in the cost of fine papers 
and 12% increase in labour and 
freight costs, the answer is no. 
He also maintains that publish- 
ers’ profits are small at 5% net 
and that book prices were well 
behind the Canada Consumer 
Price Index for 1973. He 
predicts a future increase for 
his company’s products of 7% 
next year. Paperback editions 
as a means of trimming price 
increases for university texts is 
often not possible, because the 
cost varies very little from 
paperback to hardcover edit- 
ions. 

Patrick Meany, the Vice 
President of MacMillan stated

Conway is also a Senate

eration of titles at a reasonable 
price, but it is impossible to 
supply custOm service at mass 
market prices. The effects of 
the Quebec Government’s 
Orders-in-Council on the book- 
selling business have been 
and universities must buy their 
books through an accredited 
dealer and not import their 
books directly. He finds these 
Orders-in-Council very comp- 
licated since they include dis- 
crepancies between the English 
and French ~— translations. 
Laberge called for a national 
Book Policy for Canada as a 
means of aiding the country’s 
book publishers and dealers. 
The role of the university 
press in the book publishing 
industry was described by 
Robin Strachan, Director, 
McGill-Queens University 
Press. He explained that the 
university press is a rarified 
area that deals mainly with 
special scholarly publications. 
Strachan said also that the 
costly procedure of giving out 
desk and examination copies of 
new books should be modified. 
The ensuing question period 
following the panel discussion 
drew strong response from the 
faculty and library staff of Sir 
George. The Chief Librarian at 
Sir George, J.E. Kanasy made 
the point that as a result of the

Know your candidate 


With the selection of a Chief-Returning-Officer late last 
week, the Evening Students’ Association of Sir George 
Williams University calls upon its electorate to choose a new 
evening student government. 


Despite the fact that the university requires that all students 
pay to belong to the association, remarkably few students 
participate in the elections, refraining to vote either due toa 
lack of interest, or more probably because they do not feel well 
aquainted with the platforms and issues surrounding the 
various Candidates. 


The CONCORDIAN proposes that in the interests ot 
informing the student population, the ESA hold a series of 
publicised public meetings at which all candidates would be 
present to answer questions, explain priorities, engage in 
discussion on key issues, and give evening students the 
opportunity to acquaint themselves with those individuals 
who are running for office. 


The CONCORDIAN will also run a series of articles.entitled, 
‘Know Your Candidate’ in which student politicians will be 
given equal time during which to express their views, and 
explain how their slate differs from their opponents. 


Aside from the traditional centerspread photographs of 
candidates and platforms, paid political announcements 
(each candidateis permitted to spenda fixed amount of money 
on his campaign — the responsibilities of the C.R.O. include 
making certain that this rule is enforced), and the ‘Know Your 
Candiate’ series. The CONCORDIAN will impose a temporary 
news ‘blackout’ in order to prevent enterprising student 
politicians from manipulating the press to unfair advantage. 
Ample news coverage will be given to any public event where 
members of all parties are present to discuss the issues with 
the students. 


Onething is certain, however; if no more than a few hundred 
of the twelve thousand orso evening students participatein the 
upcoming elections, the university will again find itself hard 
pressed toexplain why all evening students are required to pay 
association fees when so few voice active concern. 


Althoughmany may voteagainstone man rather than for 
another,hopefully this year there will be a record turn out.

The Exorcist

The Real Case 
In 1949 a 14-year-old boy 
from Mount‘Rainier, Md., was 
plagued for months by ‘polter- 
geist phenomena’. Chairs, pic- 


tures, tables and the boy’s bed - 


would suddenly move about 
and at night he could not sleep. 
After admission to the George- 
town University Hospital, ac- 
cording to one account, the boy 
began to swear curses in an- 
cient languages and at one 
point, long red scratches ap- 
peared on his body while he 
was Strapped helplessly to his 
bed. 

As several therapeutic at- 
tempts ended in failure. the boy 
was taken to St. Louis for an 
exorcism. A jesuit priest, the 
exorcist assigned to the case, 
~went.on a two-month fast of 
bread and water to prepare his 
body and soul for the ordeal 
losing over 40 pounds in the 
process. 

During the ceremony, the 
priest wore a purple stole, 
symbolic of the power of Christ 
to cast out evil spirits and 
sprinkled holy water on the 
child, while reciting prayers 
and adjurations to the demon. 

Over a two-month period the 
exorcist worked on the boy and 
during this period he converted 
to Catholicism. Towards. the 
end the possessing spirit iden- 
tified itself, during a seizure of 
writing and blasphemy, as one 
of the fallen angels in the Bible 
and departed. 

Afterwards, the boy went ota 
Catholic high school and to 
Georgetown University. He has 
grown up to be a fine man with 
a lovely wife and family. But 
the exorcist, meanwhile, re- 
turned to his duties and vows 
never to discuss the horrifying 
event. 


The Critics and the Exorcist 


For some reason, it seems 
more people than not feel it is 
their mission to correct pubiic 
taste. The reasons are myster- 
ious. Many critics, perhaps for 
idiosyncratic reasons, or per- 
haps because they -feel the 
public choosing its own films 
and swaying from their omni- 
potent grasp have chosen to 
make a mockery of this film as 
a pretentious ghoulish flop. 
But, who was it that said ‘To err 
is human, to forgive divine’ 
(John Donne?). Many people, 
critics or otherwise, are eager 
to jump on another’s quick 
Success and discard it, their 
own frustrated amitions glow- 
ing red-hot as Mr. D. himself in 
the meantime. 


The Public and the Exorcist 


In this case, the public has 
the upper hand and no critic’s 
review,.no tales of nightmares 


‘and puke will sway their 


choice. 
It is for the most fascinating 
reasons, and the reasons that 


- have been the least observed, 


that the Exorcist draws in 
crowds by the millions. Three, 
four, five, six dollars a ticket, 
and they will still line up. The 
question one asks is why? 


The Exorcist Pleads Its Case 


This film is a masterpiece in 
its visual rendition of evil. The 
much-discussed visual effects 
are extemely effective as every- 
one by now has either seen or 
heard. A pretty, rosy-cheeked, 
innocent girl transformed into 
the very personification of evil 
itself could not be conveyed 
with more accuracy. 

Although we have all heard 
by now of these ocscar-winning 
effects, has anyone heard of 
oscar-winning effects for the 
evil that we do not see, for the 
subtlety of evil that mutilates 
Our. spirit, not our eyesight: 
that is the power of the Exor- 
cist, that is the reason it draws 
crowds in eight digit numbers. 

There is a protean evil mani- 
fest in this girl that we all 
recognize. In fact, it is the evil 
that attracts and repels us — 
why else do we see it? The 
fascination that evil has for 
people by its very nature af- 
firms its existence. They would 
not go to see a film about 
penguins.in igloo-land because 
there is nothing universal in 
that — even if they were a 
Chinese-speaking penguins. 
But they do recognize the pro- 
tean evil in this girl, and the 
more they recognize it, the 
more they have it in them, as in 
the case of many disturbed 
people that are quite loosely 
walking around this world. 
They see it and explode. 

Although this masterpiece of 


horror can be disturbing to 


anyone in sound mind and 
body, in a weak person, in a 
person doubtful of his inte- 
grity, or guilty, or confused, it 
can bring absolute ruin. This is 
the reason so many people see 
psychiatrists after seeing it and 
seek out exorcists, and vomit 
and run out in hysterics. They 
would have done it any way and 
it was just a matter of time, in 
life, sometimes dull and slow, 
time could take forever, maybe 
never. But watching the film, 
this reaction is speeded up 
instantaneously — like an elec- 
trod attached to the brain. 


Evil is Good 


The next question people 
seem to wonder about the most 
is why this girl? Why did a 
happy child like this have to be 
plagued by a demon — why did 
he not choose a person more 


infected with evil. 


| believe that evil is attracted 
to the innocent because they are 
less capable of fighting back. 


They are powerless against it, © 


and we are led to believe, 
fascinated by the occult, as this 
girl was. In the beginning of the 
film she shows her ouija board 
to her mother and says ‘Mr. 
Howdy answers my questions 
for me. Mr. Howdy, is my 
mommy pretty?’ but Mr. Howdy 
remains quiet. It is obvious 
since she is not suffering from 
delusions as yet, that she has 
had some communication with 
a third dimension which she is 
very attracted to. 


Also, on a_ psychological 
level, she is probably disturbed 
because her parents are separ- 
ated. Although she appears to 
be a happy child with a mother 
that loves her very much, all 
children suffer at the hands of 
their parents, no matter how 
much they are loved. 

In one scene she is listening 
behind a door to her mother 
criticizing her father for not 
having called Regan on her 
birthday. It is only realistic to 
assume that this kind of thina 
will lead to a certain amount 
of tension that can express 
itself in many different 
ways — one of which is the 
attraction to another dimension 
of reality where this tension can 
be forgotten for a while (similar 
to narcotics or liquor). 

Let us say that for these 
different reasons Regan is 
being controlled by an evil 
spirit, or by the very devil 
himself. What is normally 
assumed to be a very negative 
film is actually an affirmation of 
good. 

The fact that evil exists must 
mean that its opposite, good, 
must also exist. Evil is powerful 
and horryfying, but good is also 
powerful — it must be in order 
to fight evil — it must be as 
powerful or even more so. 

The ending is left open and 
we are not sure which has won. 
The girl is exorcised at a very 
high price. We are told that she 
does not remember anything 
that happened to her as if she 
were in acoma. She comes out 
of the experience, we are lead to 
believe, pretty much as she was 
before she went through it. But 
this is not'so. 

Regan does not come from a 
religious family. At the very end 
of the film her mother stops to 
say hello to a priest and 
introduces him to Regan. Regan 
says a cChild’s typically casual 
hello and looks away. In what is 
a very subtle gesture, her eyes 
suddenly focus on the priest’s 
collar, she grabs him and kisses 
him. This is indeed a strange act 
for a child that has known no 
God. But something in her must 
have recognized that this coHar 





is symbolic of her safety, it has 
something to do, she does not 
know what, with her being here 
today. And if it is true that she 
does not remember the ordeal at 
all, then why this act of love and 
affection? It is my belief that by 
knowing such intense evil, even 
though she does not remember 
it, the child understood God. 
Perhaps, she did remember it, 
perhaps it was too ugly to 
reveal. Or, perhaps there are no 
words powerful enough to 
convey the despair and help- 
lessness of one encased in such 
a tomb. | 


The Verdict 


The Exorcist is a positive film 
both in its view of evil and good 
and in its catharctic effect. 
When one leaves it, one is more 
content with one’s. position 
happy for the small problems 
that one has. Who is arrogant 
enough to say that this is not 
good, whois vain enough to say 
that they are not content with 
their small lot of misery after 
that which they have witnessed. 

It can only be harmful to 
those already pre-disposed to 
neuroses or feelings that they 
are at the mercy of any 
man-made demon one Care’s to 
invent: depression, guilt, para- 
noia, the list goes on. 

On the one hand we are 
terrorized by the evil we do not 
Know, that evil in all of us that 
we recognize and fear and hide 
and suffer for. That is the evil we 
ignorantly believe we cannot 
control. On the other hand, we 
are terrorized by the evil we can 
see,-such as the realistic view of 
the medical profession that has 
been so accurately portrayed at 
last. 

The merciless attempts by 
psychiatrists and. doctors to 
cure the girl by shock treat- 
ments, brain surgery and every 
other legitimate voo-doo that 
has been invented by science is 
exposed as equally evil in its 
neglect to recognize God — in 
its belief that man is omnipre- 
sent. An age-old dilemma. One 
we have come across too many 
times to be bothered with here. 

By its very negativity The 
Exorcist is a masterpiece in 
constructing a sense of horror 
— visually and esoterically ina 
way, both for technical and 
subtle reasons, that has not 
been rivalled. And besides that. 
it does not have the intellectual 
stigma of a Bergman or a 
Bunuel that immediately turns 
many people away. What else 
could you ask for? And hell 
(sorry), even at six bucks a shot, 
it’s alot cheaper than any shrink
